Butter is Toug

Chairman Clifford Hope of the House Ag-
riculture committee says the butter problem
is the toughest farm problem facing Congress.
The Republican lawmaker from Kansas, Presi-
dent Eisenhower's home state, will open_com-
mittee hearings in March on new price sup-
p(;ri. legislation.

Despite Hope's general support of Presi-
dent Eisenhower, he has not gone along with
the president or his Secretary of Agriculture
on their theories in favor of flexible price sup-
ports, Rather, Hope is inclined to favor ninety
per cent parity price supports for the six major
crops now enjoying such supports,

Giant Troop Carrier

The Douglas Aircraft Company recently
announced the first successful test flight of a
new giant, 200-passenger, troop-carrying plane,
The aircraft is powered by four._turbe-prop
engines. An official of the aircraft company
said the new plane, which is designated the
Y(C-124B, has about sixty per cent more power
than the conventionalengined Globemaster,

-which is now the largest military transport in

service. 3
This new power comes from the improved
turbo-prop engines, which get about-eightly per
cent of their power from the propeller and
twenty per. cent from jet ‘thrust out the rear
of the engine,

The question is delicate because the dairy
section of the country is an important seg-
ment of the national economy. It is also gen-
crally a Republican section, Lower support
levels would not be popular among dairy farm-
ers.

butter support program, even if it is replaced
by another uneconomical support program.
